drainage facilities and the systematic 
collection of garbage by the health de­ 
partment.” 


The number of inhabitants in the 
city is estimated at 7,000 and during 
the year there were 0« deaths, a death 
rate of 9.4 out of every 1,000 inhabi­ 
tants. 


The greatest number of deaths were 
caused by the following disease: Val­ 
vular lision of the heart, 8; tuberculo­ 
sis, 4; diphtheria, S; drowniner, 3; in- 
ilammation of the brain, 3. The three 
diseases causing the greatest sickness 
were: Measles, colds and rheumatic 
affections. 


During the year there were (j cases 
of scarlet fever, 4 cases of typhoid fever 
229 cases of measles. 27 whooping 
cough, 14 diphtheria and 10 consump­ 
tion. 


The report shows that scarlet fever 
was imported here from 
Chicago, 
measles from Indiana, typhoid fever 
from Anderson, Ind., whooping cough 
from Benton township, and diphtheria 
from Chicago. None of the diseases 
originated from unhealthful or disease- 
inviting conditions about the city. 


The health officer attributes the few 
deaths from contagious diseases to the 
immediate report of the cases to the 
health officer and their prompt quaran­ 
tine. At the time of the report, Jan. 1, 
there was not a single case of conta­ 
gion in the eity. 


The principal danger to the public 
health in the city at the present time, 
in the opinion of the health officer, is 
the failure to report (!onsumption and 
the imperfect sewerage.

Boston, Jan. ID.—Grlm determination 
on the part of both s!Ue.s, coupled with 
a defined issue between employer and 
employe ae well as practically an ab­ 
sence of any sign of demonstration, 
were the featvu-es of the second day In 
the a:reat strike in the cotton industry. 
As on Monday, Interest centered almost 
entirely in the strike at New Bedford, 
where tlie di.sturbances of aionday led 
to the belief that a similar demonstra­ 
tion 
m isht 
be attempted 
yesterday. 
Nothing of the kind occurred, and the 
strikers streniiUiened their cause by 
making the question of fines a definite 
issue with the mill o \v ii*t s . It is just 
pos-s'ible that an agreement on thLsquis- 
lion may lead to some satisfactory end­ 
ing of the whole matter in that city, al- 
thougli at present such an outcome 
seems distant.

W ashington, Jan. 19.—Cuba had .1 
hearing in the house yesterday, and 
for a tim e it loolted c.s if parliam entary 
precedents would be set aside and thu 
senate resolution recognizing the insur­ 
gents as belligerents would be attached 
as a rider to the diplom atic and con­ 
sular appropriation bill. DeArmond of 
M issouri precipitated the issue by of­ 
fering the resolution as an am endm ent, 
but a point of order against It was su s­ 
tained. DeArmond appealed. He urged 
the Republicans who had professed 
friendship for the struggling Cubans to 
override the decision of the chair as the 
only chance of securing action on the 
proposition. 
Bailey, the leader of the 
m inority, and other D em ocrats Joined 
in the appeal. The excitem ent became 
intense, but the appeals of Dingley, the 
floor leader of the m ajority, as w’ell as 
other Republican leaders, to their a s­ 
sociates not to Join in the program m e 
succeeded. 


llepiiblicnit Threntcns t«> Itreak Away. 
Colson (Rep.) of K entucky w arned his 
side th a t unless he was soon given an 
opportunity to vote his sentim ents on 
the Cuban ciuostlon he would co-oper­ 
ate in any revolutionary m ethod to se­ 
cure action. 
The Republican 
tactics 
kep£ to the front the point th at the 
m inority was seeking to override the 
rules of the house, and they got every 
Republican vote, sustaining the chair 
by a vote of 152 to 114. One D em ocrat 
—Flensing of Georgia—voted with them 
on the ground th a t he could not violate 
his oath by voting against upholding 
the rules. 
D uring the debate Bailey 
challenged H itt to give the house any 
assurance th a t an opportunity would 
be offered to vote on the resolution 
passed by the senate a t the last sessiun. 
but he received no reply.

He spoke for about three hours 
yesterday and his speech \vas a general 
presentation of his belief in the im por­ 
tance of

islands to the United 
States, 
He predicted th at if the U nit­ 
ed States did not take advantage of the 
present opportunity to acquire the Isl­ 
ands there would be w ar between this 
country and some other power within 
ten weeks. It w'as not, he said, within 
the bounds of possibilities—in view of 
the present European com petition for 
territo ry in Asia—th at 
the 
Haw'allan 
Islands should be allowed to rem ain in­ 
dependent for any length of tim e after 
the U nited States should finally an* 
nounce their determ ination not to m ake 
them a portion of A m erican territory.

SCHOOL NEWS. 


Average Wage Paid to the Workers of 


Michieran. 


Lansing, Jan. 10.-—Labor Commis­ 
sioner Cox has incor|M)rated into his 
annual report a department covering 
wages. 


The average wages of all, per day, is 
$1.62. They average nine months’ work 
per year and lU years at their trade. 
Out of the 11,Olio canvassed, 10,740 were 
found to have employment at the time, 
while 270 had no w’ork. It is but right 
and fair to state that this canvass was 
made principallv among the employed, 
although some street canvassing was 
done. Three thousand, three hundred 
and forty-six own their own homes; 
4,^i00 rent homes, and 3,41U would not 
answer 
this 
question. 
Of 
the 
who own their homes, 1,523 
claim their 
homes 
are free from 
debt, 
while 
1,730 
say 
that 
their homes are encumbered and 93 
would not answer; 4,215 claim that they 
have been able to save something from 
their wages, over and above the cost of 
living, while 0.0G8 claim that they have 
been unable to save anything; 0,248 say 
that they think times are better than 
they were one year ago, while 4,537 do 
not realize any improvement. The 
wages and earnings of women, children, 
railroad men, sailors, police, tiremen, 
etc., will appear in other divisions of 
the report that follow the state can­ 
vass. 


The number of children re|K)rted by 
the 7,275 married workmen was 1U,028; 
making an average number of children 
to each married family of 2.0.

Prom inent Ohio op­ 
erators. however, are not disposed to 
accept the “m ine ru n ” proposition, and 
the only discordant note In the secret 
conference w as a declaration by a heavy 
Ohio operator th a t he would go home 
and procure contracts with his m iners 
on the “lump" basis.

Alaminlum and Wat«r* 


The fact is demonstrated that alu­ 
minium is as excellent a purifier of wa­ 
ter as there is. The salts of this motnl 
are insoluble in water, and consequently 
it is plain that when these salts aro 
formed the water can be strained and 
the impurities removed therefrom. Per 
haps the most practicable method of puri­ 
fying water by this means is the trough 
method, as it is called, the trough be 
ing composed of plates of aluminium 
and zino or iron, six or eight inches 
apart. One end of the tank affords an 
entranco for tho volume of water w’hioh 
passes over the top of one plate and 
thence under tho plate next to it, this 
being accomplished by tho fact that tho 
elevation of the sf»veral plates is dift’er- 
ent. In connection with this tank or 
trough there is an electrical generator 
of moderate size, and, though alumini 
nm will not form the negative pole of 
a current, the other plates used will. 
Now, UB it is always tho caso that when 
au electric current comes in contact 
with water in this manner it deconi- 
po.ses a certain portion of the fluid, ns 
it were, the result of such decomposi­ 
tion is that ozono is fonned and oxygen 
freed—the meaning of this being the ab­ 
solute extinction of life in any microbes 
or organic matter which the water might 
contain, leaving it—after meeting the 
purification the salts of aluminium oo- 
casiou—as clear and healthful as the 
water which flows from tho purest 
■pring.—New York Sun.

The adoption of human infants by 
wild and carnivorous quadrupeds has 
obtained more or less credence among 
the vulgar from the earliest ages, and 
while such today are for the most part 
poohpoohed as idlo tales the skeptics 
have little idea of the evidence that has 
been offered in substantiation thereof.

The njost ancient H^brew manuscript 
of any part of tho Biblo is iu St. Peters- 
burg and datt'sno earlier than tho tenth 
century. More than :i,00ü copies of the 
Hebrew Old Testann'nt havo been com­ 
pared, and very few variations have 
been found. This is aeeounted for by 
tho fact that from tho time when tho 
Hebrew canon was fornied, and ev»‘ii bt*- 
fore that time, very strict rules w’ere 
laid down for the seril»es w’ho copied 
the liible. Tho lines aud lett(*rs were 
counted, and each copy liad to corre* 
spond jirecifc'ely m th the one from 
which it was taken. Tlioy calculated, 
for instance, tliat tliero were 
verses 
in the Ptntateuclj, 
:¿Ü(i in the whole 
Biblo and T>5,1Ü0 letters in (lenesis. All 
of these rules and calculations were 
called the JSIassorah tradition, and about 
tho tentii century the college of rabbis 
of Tiberias, on tlio Euphrates, decided 
upon a standard Biblo, or “ authorized 
version.” 


Tho Hebrew consonants alone had 
been written down up to that time, the 
pronunciation being a matter of tradi­ 
tion. Now a system of vowel signs was 
devised, fixing tho sense in many in 
stances. The vowels are junt as impor­ 
tant in Hebrew as in Englinii; HO it is 
eiisy to see how necessary tliis reform 
wafi, Tiio English consonants b r d may 
be read board or bread, or bored or 
braid, and if they occurred iu a sen­ 
tence without the vowels wo should 
have to guess by tho connection which 
vowels wero necessary. It is possible 
that after a text had been adopted all 
older manuscripts were destroyed, or 
moro probably were neglected because 
of their defects, and hence they have 
altogether disappeared.—-Review of Re­ 
views.

A Rat C«toher*n Ktory. 


There aro tricks in all trades, and 
probably as many in that of tho profes­ 
sional rat catcher as In any other lino. 
According to tho story of a man w’ho 
has mado a barrel of money iu that 
business, but who has since drifted in* 
to other pursuits, it was onco easier to 
make a living catching rats than by 
running a shell game at a country fair. 
“ I used to use ferrets for the extermi­ 
nation of tho rodents,” he said, “ and 
wheu I received an order to dear a 
warehouse of the pests 1 always insisted 
that the pay should bo gauged by tho 
number of rats killed at so much per 
bead. I carried the ferrets in a big 
wooden box, with a false bottom. In a 
secret drawer underneath I would place 
four or fivo dozen live rats before start­ 
ing out, let them run loose upon reach­ 
ing the place to be rid of rodents, and 
theti fn o tliC ferret.s.
